Inflation Threat 

In a direct attack on a bulwark of infiation, organ- 
ized labor is clamouring for an upward revision of the 
"Little Steel" wage formula.. 

Notwitlistandlng the fact that this forumla repre- 
sents the last word of a body whose record has shown 
it more than sympathetic to labor, an attempt is now 
made to break the whole idea of restraining a general 
skyrocketing of wages. 

The public should realize in this new controversy 
that it will have lo foot the bill. A general increase 
in wages will result in a rise in the cost of living. 

It is ironical that tlie argument presented by labor 
is tiiat the cost of living has already risen too much. 
Nineteen per cent since the outbreak of the war, to be 
specific, is ttic claim made by them. 

Significantly omitted is the fact that in the same 
period weekly wages have Increased by considerably 
more tlian that. 

A recent survey by the National Association of 
Manufacturers shows that the average weekly factory 
wages have risen nearly 72 per cent in the same period, 
so that even after allowing for the rise In living costs 
these wage earners have seeri their real weekly wage 
rise by more than 41 per cent. 

i'rofcssor Sumner Slichter of Harvard, one of the 
nation's leading labor economists, recently made the 
point tliat "anyone who now asks for a wage increase 
is asking exemption for himself from the decline In the 
standard of living which a nation as a whole must ex- 
perience.**

Today's problem of manpower 
means as much to the farmer with

For liie benefit, then, of farmer.s 
whoso crops and livestock will suf- 
fer this year if manpower is not re- 
plenished ; for the benefit of tiie 
armed services which have set their 
sighLs at po?,sibIy lO mllUnii in ur.i- 
form before ItM-i; for liie benofit of 
the factories which auist turn out 
ammunition, shoes, clotiung, sup- 
plies and proces.'ied foods in ever- 
incrcnsinc quantities for lighters, ci- 
vilians fir.d allied nnlions. a careful 
stock-takini^ of manpower is re- 
quired. 

Where s^Ianpower Is Wasted 

Our new Congress must make 
sure that those in charge of this 
task, in Washington, cast about to 
see w'here able-bodied people ore 
being norri!!-?Kiy employed. And in 
that c;ty n: V.*a.?hington ll:ese au- 
thoriti- s ui-e now rubbing elbows 
with thousands o:" clerk.s, auditors, 
stenographers arid others who could 
be used eiscwhere without interfer- 
ing with tlK- war efTnrl in anv meas- 
ure 

Rocont Ihures showed that there 
were 2.t;iifJ,oC0 persons on the civil- 
ian payroll of the federal govern- 
n-.eni. This is not only a million 
ir.ore than were in our armed forces 
in foreign lands at the lime tiie 
President m.ade his address at the 
opening of the present Conyre.ss. hut 
it is ihrue tim.es as many as were 



on the government's civilian payroll 
during the first World War. Of 
course this is a bigger war, but 
that only furnishes an even greater 
reason why tlie government should 
lead in conserving manpower for 
our farms and factories. 

The "Uencgoliation" Law 

A single measure, introduced in 
Congress last year, would require 
thousands of new payrollers to carry 
out its provisions. This was th*e 
act providint: tliat the Army, N'avy 
and Maritime commission should 
each check its war contracts so tliat 
renegotiation could be demanded in 
cases of excessive charges. 

The purpose of this legislation— to 
make sure tiial the government was 
not paying too much for its materi- 
als and supplies— was not ques- 
tioned. But tlie proposed method of 
rechccking all war contracts called 
for the hiring of such a largo num- 
ber of new federal employees that 
amendments to the bill were quickly 
demanded. 

Although the bill has been re- 
written and am^ended. it still places 
upon the .'Xrmy. Navy and Mari- 
time comntii-sJon so much of the re- 
sponsibility for re-examining their 
contracts that thousands of new au- 
ditors and accountants would bo 
needed. Tiiis violates the principle 
that united war etfort calls for the 
piacmg of every available man and 
woman in productive work, at the 
same time helping to keep the tax- 
payers' federal load as light as pos- 
sible, consistent with wartime de- 
m.ands. 

An acceptable amendment to this 
law— not yet adopted- would leave 
it to the Depanmenl of Internal 
Revenue to uncr)ver instances of ex- 
ces.s profit. By using this estab. 
lisiied chcckini- system, the other 
dt.'partment5 wou'.d not have to hire 
extra people to wade throu^ih tlie 
95 per cent or more of war contracts 
which are honestly and conscien- 
tiously executed. 

iiere is but one examnle of how 
manpower can be conserved in 
these days when the efforts of all 
must be directed toward winning 
the war.

"Renegotiation" 
Might Touch You 

Under no other circumstances is 
the fine spirit of neighborly co- 
operation shown to better advantage 
in a rural community than in the 
case of fire or other calamity. This 
friendly spirit is not based upon per- 
sonal interest, but upon the deep 
sympathy that just naturally arise.-? 
iti case of disaster. Of course, there 
is a personal interest if the fire 
threatens our own .property, but we 
like to think this unity of spirit in 
our rural life is typical of America. 

There Is this same community of 
interest between industry, labor and 
agriculture, although sympathy for 
each other's troubles seldom comes 
to the surface. 

Every farmer knows that his best 
market for the produce of his farm 
is our local domestic market. He 
depends upon this domestic market 
to consume over 90 per cent of what 
our American farms produce each 
year. If anything happens to his 
domestic market. like the depression 
and loss of employment in the early 
tliirties. agriculture is at once nf 
fecled. On the other hand, if any- 
thing happens to the buying pow-r ot 
agriculture, industrv is hurt just a;^ 
badly. 

Kiglit now congress is considering 
the renegotiation of all government 
contracts. The law was pa.ss.'d or 
April 28. 1042. Some peopie arc 
urging that these now reneiiotintio:i 
bureaus should examine <-.j:uiact> 
made long before the l;iw wa 
passed. 

Take the case of a contiact n'ad^ 
in 1940. The work has hee!i done 
and paid for; taxes have been ca'u:

"So we separated, expecting to 
meet at down. It was the last I 
levcrsawof lhe3l boat. But here s 
I what happened to our 34 boat in 
Isubic. First, remember It was dark- 
'er than hell, and the shore line was 
loaded with Jap field guns. None of 
us had ventured In there since the 
Japs took over. We had got in just 
a little way when a Jap scarchltgnt 
spotted us and blinked out a dot- 
dash challenge, asking who we 
were. Since we didn't know the 
Jop code reply, naturally we didn't 
answer, but changed course, veer- 
ing away. But tlie Japs were get- 
ting suspicious by now, and from 
over by Hinin Point a single field 
piece opened up. None of it fell 
near us— maybe they were shooting 
ftt Del "q£ in the 31 boat. 

",'• iTW'e were about abeam of 
Sui j/*!ighl another light came on 
to challenge us-this time from a 
ehip — maybe tiiat cruiser. We 
changed course to go over and have 
a look, but she was small fry— not 
worth a torpedo— the hell with her 
—we were headed for Binanga and 
the cruiser. 

"By this time the Japs over on 
Grande Island realized something 
funny was going on-thelr light chal- 
lenged us. but of course we diUn t 
answer. Then they broke out some 
80-caliber machine-gun fire at us 
from Hinin Point. We could see 
the tracers feeling for us, and then 
the fun started— big 3-inch shore bat- 
teries rumbling all over the bay and 
lights feeling for us. We could hear 
the shells whistle over our heads in 
the dark, and could have done wilii- 
out some of them. But' the lights 
and (lashes from the sliore batteries 
were a real help, for they enabled 
us to pick out the shore line, so, in 
spite of tile fact that it was blacker 
than hell, we knew where we were. 
"By one o'clock we were off the 
north entrance to Port Binanga, 
where we were to meet DeLong in 
the 31 boat and go in together for the 
attack, and when he didn't show up, 
I began to be afraid something 
might have happened, yet 1 couldn't 
be sure. 

"But there was nothing to do but 
go on in alone. To make the sneak. 
wa cut the speed down to eight 
knots, ' skirted Chiquita Island, 
rounded Binanga Point, and entered 
the little bay on two engines at 
Idling speed. Everything was quiet, 
no firing down here, and then we 
.law her ahead in the dark not five 
hundred yards away. Creeping up 
on her, we had just readied two 
torpedoes when a searchlight came 
on and in dot-dash code she asked 
who we were. 

"We answered, all riglit— with two 
torpedoes— but they had hardly been 
fired when I gave our boat hard 
rudder and started away.

Anyway the Japanese radio in 
Tokyo, reporting the attack next 
day, said the Americans had a new 
secret weapon— a monster that 
roared, flapped its wings, and fired 
torpedoes in all directions. It was 
only us, of course, but we felt flat- 
tered. We got the hell out of there, 
and that was all there was to it." 
"Well," said Kelly, "MacArthur 
wouldn't quite Vigrcc. He gave you 
the D.S.C. for what you'd done." 

•'But DeLong has the real story," 
insisted Bulkeley. "I pulled up out- 
side the mine field off .Corregidor 
to wait for him. Neither of us could 
go in until it got light, because oth- 
erwise the army on shore, hearing 
us in the dark out there, would think 
it was Japs and set oil the mine 
field.

ble developed- the cooling system 
went haywire. They stopped, and 
were drifting as they repaired it 
when there was an ominous grind- 
ing sound under the boat— they were 
aground on a reef in Subic Bay. 
"They rocked the boat, and final- 
ly started the engines to get them- 
Bclvcs unstuck. But the noise now 
attracted llie Japs, and a 3-inch 
gun on lilnin Point opened up on 
thcm-splashes coming nearer and 
nearer. They worked frantically, 
finally burned out all reverse gears 
so that the engines were useless. 
DeLong gave orders to abandon 
ihip. They wrapped mattresses m 
a tarpaulin to make a raft, and al 



they stayed In'that clump, with an 

eye on the Jap observation planes 
which flew over them in relays, 
watching a hot Utile skirmish be- 
tween the Americans and the Japa- 
nese on the far shore of the bay. At 
one point the Japs were falling back, 
and there seemed lo be a chance 
that they could make a run for it 
in daylight, rejoining the American 
lines. But never was It quHe possi- 
ble, and in the meantime they had 
spotted a couple of bancas, native 
boats, farther down the beach. 

"Two men who were sent out to 
investigate, crawling on their bel-^ 
lies through the grass, returned to 
report the bancas were In fair con- 
dition. So when the sun had set 
Ihcy crawled lo them and started 
gelling them in shape. For rowing 
they had two paddles, a couple of 
spades, and a boord. They hod to 
work fast and quietly, for the Japs 
were all around them— just as they 
were launching the bancas they 
heard Japanese voices not two hun- 
dred yards away. 

"Bui a heavy wind came up, and 
at nine o'clock al night, both boats 
capsized. They righted them, but 
the shovels .and the board were. lost, 
and they now had only one paddle 
for each banco. Yet with these 
they continued to fight the head wind 
until three in the morning, when 
Ihey were so exhausted that they de- 
ci^cd lo-lry the shore. So DeLong 
landed on what he hoped was Napo 
Point, They picked their way 
through the barbed-wire entangle- 
ment on the beach, and then found 
Ihemsclves up against a steep cliff. 
"They kept very quiet until dawn, 
not knowing whether daylight would 
find them surrounded by Americans 
or Japanese. But when it became 
light, the first thhig they saw was a 
Flllipino sentry. 

" 'Hey, Joe— got a cigarette and 
a match?' they called out. And an 
hour later thoy were telling their 
tlorv to Captain Cockburn, in the 
Ninety-second American Infantry's 
field headquarters tent. The nine 
were back with us at Sisiman Cove 
the next evening." 

"Bui we'd never- really expected 
lo sec them again," said Kelly. '|And 
when I heard only one boat had 
come back from Subic Bay, I got 
hold of my doctor. 

" 'Now you've got to 'ct me got' 
1 said. 'Here we've lo5t the third 
officer of the squadron. There's a 
war on, and I've rpent all the time 
I intend to nursing a sore finger. 



"That afternoon Bulkeley come 
over to tell me the story of the en- 
gagement. When he was through, 
'Kelly,' he said, 'we need you. 

" 'Let's get ahold of that doctor,' 
I said, 'and you tell him that.* This 
time it worked. The hole in my 
finger was still almost three mches 
long and about an inch wide, with 
some of the tendon exposed (but in 
a month it was healed, except that 
I can't move my finger joints). I 
had to promise them faithfully I 
would show up every other day for 
treatment, but the point of it was I 
got out of that place, 

"Two days later I took the 34 boat 
out on my first patrol from Corregi- 
dor up along Bataan toward Subic 
Bay— Bulkeley, who as squadron 
commander rodo all boats on patrol, 
of course was with me. It was a 
calm night-and chilly. Sweaters 
were comfortable over our khakis, 
olthough In the daytime we wore 
only shorts or trunks.

*-'The Bang's disease control pro- 
gram has for its objective the in- 
creased cflRciency of beef and dairy 
production and "the elimination of a 
public health hazard known as undu- 
lant fever in man. 

Kuttler revealed that Bang's disease 
takes a toll each year amounting to 
an annual loss to Illinois cattle own- 
ers of approximately four million dol- 
lars. 

6 to 9 Per Cent Infected 
Approximately 6 lo 9 per cent of 
all cattle in the Slate of Illinois are 
infected wilh contagious abortion. 
Control measures involve sanitation 
measures, isolation of infected ani- 
mals, testing of all female animals 
and slaughter of all infected animals 
and the vaccination of immature fe- 
males (4 to a months of age) by 
which an immunity is developed.

TUNISIA: 

Big Punch 

Working as a team, .Mlied armies 
have thrown their big punch at the 
Axis in Tunisia. 

With Allied planes flying over the ' 
southern front in waves bombing and 
strafing the enemy, the British 8th 
army opened a powerful assault 
against tlie Mart-lh line. Units of 
this army smashed through the left 
side of the Axis po.-ilions and raced 
to within 20 mile:.- of Gabt-s. a vital 
communications center for the 
enemy. 

•U ll-.e san-.e time, Lieut. Gen. 
George Patiun led his armored 
American forces into Maknassy. 
which stands 20 miles from the 
Gabes coastal area. Patton's men 
held their pusilions despite the fierce 
counierfiro of German dive bombers. 
In the welter ot S^hting, it ap- 
peared as tiiouiih the British were 
succeoaitiq in herding iho Germans 
back up the cua:=t. while the Amer- 
icans were driving eastward to cut 
oil the retreat from the rear. En- 
loving air superiority, the Allies 
claim to havu hauled 24 Axis planes 
in the early siagt'S of the fighting to 
a loss of seven oi their own. 



RUSSIA : 

Deeds, Few Words 

Even while the Germans were 
claimint; new gains in ft»c area west 
of Kursk, 120 miles north of Khar- 
kov, Moscow communiques told of 
beaten Xozi forces up and down the 
line running from Smolensk to Ros- 
tov. 

Russian dispatches told of strong 
German forces which had smashed 
against the Moscow-Bryansk rail 
trunk. The Nazis were reported to 
have lost 7,000 ollicers and men in 
killed alone. The Russians said the 
Nazi ofTonsivc had ceased. 

In their own ofTensive west of Mos- 
cow toward Smolensk, the Red army 
captured an additional number of 
populated places. On the Donets 
river front, far to the south, the 
Russians fouiiht defensive cncaRC- 
ments with German tanks and in- 
fantry in the Belgorod area. Belgo- 
rod, about UO miles norlSfeasl of 
Kharkov, is held by the Germans. 

For the fir.^t lime in weeks the 
Russians aniinunccd an advance in 
the- Kuban area vl the Caucasus. 
There they captured the district cen- 
ter and large railway station of 
Slavynnskaya, 45 miles northeast ol 
Xovoro.ssisk.

Bhisted at Rabaul 

The Japanese base at Rabaul. 
New Britain, shuddered under its 
third heaviest raid of the war when 
a strong force of Flying Fortresses 
dropped 54 tons of bombs on more 
than 250 Jap planes trapped on 
the ground. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur reported 
that "a substantial proportion" of 
the grounded enemy planes were 
destroyed or damaged. The For- 
tresses dropped bombs ranging in 
size from small incendiaries to 2,000- 
pound block-busters. Rabaul has 
three airdromes— Lakunai, Vunaka- 
nau and Rapopo. All Allied planes 
returned. 

On their return from Rabaul, Al- 
lied planes strafed and set afire a 
10 000-ton Japanese transport off 
Cape Gazelle. Enemy shipping also 
was attacked at three other places

A quiet confidence ran through. 
Prime ^'inister Winston ChurchiU's 
recent speech when he warned the 
British that it may take two more 
years lo crush Hitler "and liis evil 
powers of evil into dearth, du.si and 
ashes." 
That was Churchill's warning to 
j those people who believe that the 
I war already is won. "I am not 
able to share those sanguine hupcs 
and my earnest advice to you is . . . 
not to lake your eye off ihe ball i-ven 
tor a moment." ^ 

In a speech both gravu and op- 
limislic, Churchill asserted that alt- 
er Germany is beaten the -Allies 
would turn immediately to "punish 
the greedy, cruel empire of Japan." 
The prime minister proposed post- 
war councils of the Allied nations to 
insure peace, and drew a hopeful 
picture of social and economic post- 
war planning. 

Meanwhile, another voice was 
heard- this one from Berlin. It was 
the voice of Adolf Hitler, rumored 
to be dead, ill or insane. Emerg- 
ing from months of seclusion, Hitler 
admitted that German soil has be- 
come a war zone, but boasted that 
the eastern front crisis has been 
overcome and that the German na- 
tion was moving toward "success 
until final victory."

The enemy is using her submarines 
in the hope of destroying our sup- 
ply lines ... We must build more 
ships lo replace our lost ships."
